During the telephonic interview, the undersigned and Examiner Jacob Cheu discussed 
the current status of the subject application. During the discussion, Examiner Cheu orally restricted 
the pending claims into 6 groups as follows:

III. Claims 33-57; 
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IV. Claims 59; 

V. Claims 60-65, 72-74 and 78-80; and, 

VI. Claims 66-71 and 75-77 

Applicant elected Group II, with the understanding that Claims 19-21 will be cancelled 
for now. By canceling claims 19-21 at this time, Examiner Cheu stated he would examine the 
application within 2 weeks of the subject telephone interview.
